‘Tho Babylonians were a literary people. 
Their writing extended over a wide range of 
-anbjects, The serite was an important 
member of the community, One-of thevurly 
accounts of the Creation mentions that, in 
the beginning, thete was no scribe and no 
tablet had been written. The eartieat

in .order cymo Xisuthurus, the Chaldean) 
Noah, who claimed to hava been instructed 
by Hen to write an account ofall that had 
happened up to the time of the delage. 
The cylinders on which the Aceadins 
‘ wrote their early inscriptions were not of 
‘ Aceadian origin, but were the invention of a 
non-Semitic people, Tha oldest writings 
belong to a. period before 3750 B.C, The 
enoycloprdiocharacterof the Accadian culture 
compares with that of tho Chinese, aud isan 
evidence in favour of the supposition that 
the Accadians were of Tutaninn stock, 
Besides being profound and diverse, Chal. 
dean learning waa widely diffused. OF thin 
wo: have evidence in the contract tablets in 
the British Museum, and in the discoveries 
sof ancient libraries by Mr. Rissam al, 
Cutba, Sippara, and TLarsn Borsipps. The 
’ -lastenamed is situated tou miles waet of 
Babylon, on the other side of the Euphrates. 
In the ruina beneath the mound of Birs 
Nimroud ware found the original spelling 
tablets, of -whieh those at Nineveh were 
avowedly copies, Tho temple of Nebo, th 
“son of Hen,” waa called E.—Zida, ie,

The greater part of thy ‘1 7 .ry tablets 
which buve been found were «piled before 
tho soventeenth century B.C. ‘Chere is buedly 
abranchofliterature which i# not represented 
among them, The religious tablets are char- 
acterised by superatitious beliefy, and 
especially by: fuith in thagic. A serica of 


seven tablets relates to the lion-hoadod god: 


of pestilence, who was asscciated in the 
popular mind with the god of war, One of 
the tablets thus invokes him—"Ob thou 
warrior pestilence God! Thou leavest not 
one city beforo thou goest forth to nu 
other.” This iu the pootic Chaldean rendering 
of tho idea of infection, A pestilence waa 
regarded as a punishment for sin. The ciuse 
of one plague was found in the high priest, 
who, Pharaob-like, “bad hardened bis boart,” 
A procegion of priesta was made to pro- 
pitiate the offended deity, but the sickness 
was not stayed. That the custom of or- 
ganiaing sacerdotal processions in time of 
epidemic seizure has eurvived- to our own 
day wau proved Inst yoorin Italy. - ‘ 
AU. Assyrian tablets ‘are grouped into 
’ gevies and known by distinctive names, The 
craation-tableta are called, like our book of 
Genesis, by the opening words, The as. 
tronamical series is known under the name 
of “The Tablets of the Nlumination of Bul.” 
Tt consists of seventy tanlets. The seria of 
Magical inblets is called bythe curious name 
of “ The Affliction of the Head.” 
+ The: satronomical tablets divide into two 
classea—the purely astronomical’ and the 
artrological. The Accadiuns were the inven: 
tors of the magical tablets. These tablets 
boar’ a resamblaneo to the "Turanian hymos 
of Central Asia and to the Kulevala, Tue 
Accadiant believed the etars to be occu pied 
by epirits which affvetad men, While the 
_ Accadians wero -werely gstrologera, the 
Semites. possessed some considerable. know- 
ledge of astronomy. - The exigencies of their 
wandering life compelled them to a elose 
aud careful observation of the heavenly 
bodies. ‘Tha treatinant of ustronoimieal 
questions in the Creation legends proves 
the Semitic onpin of these tablets, The 
Assyrian Ubrary is formed on the fustén of 
the’ astronomical with the uatrolozical learng 
ing. Ono series of tublets relates ta’ yearn. 
equinoxer, The Babylonian year began wit: 
the ‘first moun belore the vernal equiaer, 
Another series treats of eclipses, In the 
longest tablet 170 or 180 eclipous are ree 
cordéd, To eaca ig attached gua omen, 
It is probable that thy Assveiaus measured 
time by meang of vessels containing’ water,
